Introduction of Dr. Rudy Kink as new Chair of CoOPEC. This position is a two-year term and renews in July.

-Standards: Reviewed updated standards proposal, after discussion, they were approved to be presented to
TCAC and then the State; motion for approval done by Kate, seconded by Todd, with majority vote (35 voted
yes, 1 no). Also reviewed letter requesting updates to the current Interpretive Guidelines be presented to the
state; motion for approval done by Marisa, seconded by Kim, with majority vote (34 voted yes, 0 no).

-Membership: Chair will remain and will lead adhoc sub-committees as needed, operating policy still in affect.

-Disaster: Need to create Pediatric Disaster Plan for healthcare coalitions (HCC); Stop the Bleed campaign —
work with HCC to provide training, go into schools (2,000 public schools in TN); disaster carts; education —
home education, non-EMS (small, local hospitals), education facilities, flu & immunizations/back to school,
webinars, add to CECA website and encourage local hospitals to share a link to CECA page; sharing
resources between organizations requested.

-EMSC: requested job description for Pediatric Emergency Care Coordinator, will develop process &
procedures for recruitment of PECCs, limited states have one, look at KY due to their robust program (they
were part of the pilot program along with Wisconsin, Alabama and 6 other states), create list of what it is, send
out survey to see what they are currently doing, developt education program for EMS and get their buy-in.

-Data: Weight research results — 2/3 are weighing in kg; questioning survey results (1 hospital had 3 different
responses from 3 different people); Action Plan — toolbox: why, get with bio med to lock scale, need to write
sample verbage for policy, follow-up with CRPC Coordinator, re-survey in May/June 2020, create hospital
designation?, present a State of the State of TN Presentation at CECA conference & to THA

CECA membership dues were eliminated. These dues were intended to cover the food provided during Rudy Kink
CoPEC meetings. There was too much confusion about having CECA dues, but not CoPEC dues, although

they were often the same people being members of both entities. A donation bucket will be available at each

CoPEC meeting to help cover the cost of food provided.

One of the Tasha Kurth
performance measures of the EMSC grant is to have a PECC for every EMS agency and ER. This person is

responsible for ensuring the members of their organization are aware of upcoming pediatric focused training

and that they are keeping pediatrics at the forefront of their training programs. This person would also be the

point of contact to complete future EMSC surveys and be a liaison between their agency and CECA. This

person can and EMT to an MD, with any years of experience.
